B ot if the Preftdent hat bia duty to 
perf«tn»i I alfo as a reprefentativc have mine, 
and although I might have remained iilent if 
his frieadi had not called up this fubjeA / yet 
when la m thils preffed for an opinion it is my 
duty ip give it faiily, and I will do it. 
It is 
not I truft neceiTary in order to evince my re- 
fpeft for tke government to approbate every 
Executive meafure, or to join with the admi- 
niilratioa in its plans and views. Our prefcRt

tibie With a marked difapprobstion of Execu*

proceeds from good motives. I am not in the 
habit, fir, o f making profeílion», but I will on 
thia occaGon fay,that I have not a drop of blood 
running in my veins that is not purely Am eri. 
C»o,and that 1 have not a wiili but for the happi 
nefs,the profperity, and the honor of my coun- 
tiy , and the prefervation of its government. 


A s to the tnfulti it is faid by Mr. Smith, in 
his letter of the 8th of November» to con Oft in 
the ufe of language on the part of Mr. J«ck* 
fon ** implying a knowledge in this govern ment 
that the inftru&ions of his predcceflor did not 
authorife the arrangement farmed by him.” 
Had fuch language been ufed by the Biitifh 
minifler in the commencement of the corre 1- 
pondence, it does not appear to me to follow 
that it would have been an infult / for it can 
be no oHence for our government to enter into 
a provisional arrangement with a refident mi« 
nifler who has not full power. 
N ay, had M r. 
Eríkíne ihewn his ioitru&ions of the 23d of 
January in extenfofr declaring them to be the 
only inüruftions received by him from his go* 
vernment, and had the terms held out by them 
been negatived by our Executive, as they cer­ 
tainly o u g h t; it would have been competent 
for the mlnifter to receive and negociate on 
other proportions more jufl in themfelvej, and 
to fend the refult to his government for its ac­ 
ceptance. 
Ir,deed this is the view which M r. 
Smith himfelf appears to have taken of tbe 
fubje&. 
In bis letters of the firll and eighth 
of Nov. he intimates that Mr. Jackfou’s full 
letter contained the implications, as he fpeaks 
of the repetition of a language cooveying tbe 
idea that our Executive bad a knowledge that 
the arrangement with Mr. Eiikine w»s with 
out authority, and in both letters the offence 
is placed in the repetition after the declaration 
that there was no fuch knowledge. 
The fame 
courfe is adopted by the refolutiona, as th«y 
omit it 11 mention of Mr. JacJcfon’s firft letter 
and find the infult in expreffioos, in the letters 
of the 234 of O&ober aud the 4th of Novem­ 
ber. 
It is not therefore ftri&ly nectffary to 
examine the fir A letter* but si it hs& in the 
debste of this day been much dwelt on by gen­ 
tlemen who arc in favor of t ie refolution, I 
(hail claim your attention While I in a brief 
manner snafyie tbe entire correspondence, 
Before I tianmeftce this analyfis, permit 
me, Hr, (iVul Mr. Einott) to obfervrf that 
Mr. Jacki'jn is not dated to have made any 
direct chargr, but to have contented himfelf 
with Í!¿finu¿tior¡6) or in other words, the in­ 
fult complained of is a conflruAive one. Now, 
as a rule ol conílru¿Uon< I underHand, that 
When an intent is to be made out, the whofe 
paper is to be taken into confideraticn.

particular paragraph or phrafe from its gene- 
raliiy or its locfcuefs may convey an impres«

H ow unfair it is to play upon words in « 
correfpondence, may be feen by adverting to 
M r. Smith's lettexBjWhich certainly are drawn 
with ability,and we arc to prefume with great 
care. 
I take a fiogle piragrarph in the letter 
of the 19th ofO Aober as it relates mote im­ 
mediately to the preient difcuffion— 
T h e 
declaration that the defpateb from M r: Can- 
oiflg to M r, Eiikine of the 23d of j.n ù ary ii 
the only 
defpatch by whicli the conditions 
were prefc/ibed to M r. E.ifcne for the con. 
clufion of an arrangement on the matter to 
which it relates.is now for the firft time made 
to this government. And X need hardly add 
that if that defpatch hart been communicated 
at the time ù f the arrangement^ or if it had 
been ¿nown tb it the propofitions contained in 
it, and which wera at Arft prefented by M r. 
Erfkine, were the only ones on which he wall 
authorifed to make an 
arrangement, the 
arrangement would not have been m lde,"’ 


N ow the knowledge of the thing might 
have been gained in a variety ôf w«yi without 
a declaration, Thua our Secretary might havft 
had a view of the inftruftionj of M r. Erfcine 
•«there might have been ad Ünderftandincf 
between them on tbe fubjea. or M r. Smith 
might bave the knowledge of circumflancea 
(without an open avofral by the minifter) 
which would neceflarily halTe led to the fam* 
conclufiot).
